: 2 All things, no doubt, are of Divine Original, 
fince God is the Creator of them all, whether Ani- 
mate orInanimare. We may fuppole therefore,that 
by Divine Original you mean the Image of God, 
agreeable to what we Read ; God fasd, let us 
make Man in Our Image. All things in nature bear 
fome refemblance to their Maker, in that they have 
an Exiftence as well as He, however Diginguith’d 
from him, in that they do not Neceflarily Exift. 
But if we confider, in what the Image of God im- 
printed upon Man confifted, it will more Particular- 
ly appear, that Brutes are not favour'd with fo Di- 
vine an Image.

Nor yet did it confift fo much in fo Noble a Capa- 
city,as inthe Due Exercile of that Capacity. Name- 
ly, in an Untainted Purity of Soul, in a Confor- 
mity of Actions to the Commands of God, in a 
Glorious Tranf{cription of the Divine Perfections. 
Well therefore might Man be {aid to he Created af- 
ter his Maker's Image, fince God made Man Upright. 
Hence therefore ir is, that Good Men have more of 
this Image than the Fajn Angels, however Thofe 
be Naturally endow’d*with a greater Extent of 
Reafon, with larger Capacities of Mind. Another 

rcof the Divine Image confafted in Dominion, in 
Pan's Dominion over the reft of the Création, in 
that the Inferior Creatures were put in fubjection 
under his Feet.

tue was Triangular, fupported by 60 Marble Pil 
lars. Ina large Looking-Glafs, thar hung at che 
Neck of this Wonderful Statue, Ships failing into 
Egypt might be readily difcoverd.

agreed, that they deliver ‘up; and Evacuate Strasbur 
and Alface, are very much concern’d at it: Sis ad- 
visd from the Hague May the 26rch. That the 
General Negociations tor the Treaty of Peace are 
to begin there in the ufualform the 15th of June, and 
’cis {aid that to avoid difputes about the Niceties of 
Rank, and other Punttilio’s, which produce only de- 
lays and lofs of time, the Minifters of the retpeftive 
Parties will take no other Character upon them than of
